This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species arenas follows: 

a) Stabilizing agents, 

b) Destabilizing substances inducing growth of the dispersed gas.

The stabilizing agents recited in claims 5-8 comprise various chemical moieties such as 
filmogenic protein, polymer material, non-polymeric material and phospholipids that 
possess unrelated chemical and physical characteristics. Thus, they are not linked by a 
technical relationship nor do they share a special technical feature. Similarly, the 
destabilizing agents set forth in claims 11-12 are of unrelated chemical moieties such as 
glucose and alkyl polyethylene glycol ethers, therefore, they do not have a common 
technical relationship neither do they share a special technical feature. Accordingly, the 
recited species are not so linked to form a single general inventive concept as required 
under PCT Rule 13.1.
